Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-4, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a large dimension 
image sensor operating by relative translation of the image with respect to the sensor comprising, 
in addition to the other recited features of the claim, the specific arrangement of first and second 
groups of individual monolithic chips and the specific wire connection between terminals of a 
package and terminals of each of the chips as recited in claim 1 , wherein the upper surface of the 
package, on which the chip is mounted, comprises a principal part the shape of which is an 
elongate rectangle whose length is less than the length of the chip and whose width is greater 
than that of the chip, all of the connection terminals of the package lying inside this rectangle 
along the chip, all the chips having two ends protruding from the rectangle, a protruding end of a 
chip being adjacent, via a side parallel to the row of chips, to a side likewise parallel to the row 
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of chips of the protruding edge of another chip, the packages being identical and juxtaposed 
without reversal. 

Regarding claim 5, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious an image sensor 
comprising, in addition to the other recited features of the claim, a plurality of linear sensor 
arrays are mounted on packages whose upper surface has an elongate rectangular shape provided 
on two opposite sides of the rectangle with two extensions substantially covered by the ends of 
the arrays, two packages being adjacent via a respective extension of each of them, no 
connection terminal being present on the packages in the region of the extensions, and the 
packages being identical and juxtaposed without reversal.
